As  it  has  been  always  the  Care  of  the  Commons  of  Enpja^d, 
to  Defend  the  Englifh  Suhjefts  from  all  manner  of  Inva- 
iions  of  their  Liberty  ^  the  Authors  of  this ,  thought  it  a 
Duty,and  itfeemstobe  the  Duty  of  every  part  aggriev'd, 
to  apply  to  their  Common  Remedy  in  all  their  OpprefTions ;  where 
they  have  reafon  to  expeft  Relief  in  all  Cafes  that  merit  their  Cog- 
nizance, and  who  are  indeed  proper  Judges ,  whether  the  Cafes  of 
which  they  Complain,  merit  their  Cognizance,  or  no. 

The  Doors  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  are  ever  Open  to  receive 
the  jnft  Complaints  of  the  People,  and  no  Man  however  Mean  or 
Despicable  he  be»  but  has  a  full  Liberty  to  bring  his  Grievances  to 
their  Feet>  and  has  Reafon  to  expeft  fuitable  Rcdrefs. 

If  it  be  the  proper  Bufmefs  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  to  Redrels 
the  Subjcd's  Grievances,  it  muft  be  the  proper  Duty  of  theSubjefts> 
to  lay  that  Grievance  they  Exped  Redrefs  in,  before  them  :  The 
Houfe  of  Commons  are  but  Men  ^  they  are  a  Selecl  Number  cho- 
fen  from  the  General  Body  >  to  reprefent  the  whole,  and  due  Defe- 
rence ought  to  be  paid  both  to  their  Dignity  and  Capacity,  but 
ftili  they  are  but  Men,  aad  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  know  the  Griev- 
ances of  the  Subjeft  they  fhould  relieve,  'till  they  are  laid  before 
them,  and  till  they  are  fairly  and  properly  reprefented. 

And  this  is  both  the'Realbn,  and  we  hope  the  fufficient  Juftifi- 
cation  of  this  Book:  It  contains  a  fliort,  buf  true  Abridgement 
of  Hi^h-Church'Tyrannyy  it  is  an  Octafonal  Bill  in  Miniature  j  'tis  a

If  any  Man  fhall  fay  this  Matter  is  not  Cognizable  in  Parliii- 
ment,  and  that  the  People  of  Carolina  are  not  reprefented  here, 
having  a  Parliament  of  their  own,  by  whom  they  are  to  be  De- 
termin'di  that  they  are  therein  Entirely  under  the  Government 
of  themfelves,  and  that  thefe  Oppr^fllons  are,  th^  Ajft  and  Deed' 
of  their  own.  ReprelentatiMe,  find,  therefore  .theit  oiyn"  A^  ^"^^ 
Deed.     1  fliall  take  Leave  to  Anfwer. 

'Tis  true,  by  the  Conflitution  of  Carolina,  they  are  under  the- 
Government  of  themfelves>  and  perhaps  if  their  ConlHtution  were 
rightly  Adminiftred*  it  may  be  allowed  the  beft  Settlement  in. 
America.  But  as  the  Wifdom  of  their  Conftitiition  is  known,  and" 
imqueftionM,  without  doubt,  thofe  able  Heads  that  fettl'd  their 
Government,  did  not-  forget,  that  even  thofe  Reprefentaiitrev.Af- 
femblies,  efpecialiy  in  the  Infancy  of  the  Government,  might  be 
corrupt,  or  might  by  Bribery  or  other  ill  Praftices,  be  Modelfd  and' 
Infiuenc'd  in  Matters  of  Parties,  to  Opprefs  and  Injure  the  People 
they  afted  for.  That  efpecialiy  in  their  Infancy  and  the  Paucity 
ofEleftors,  they  might  be  Obtruded  upon  the  People  by  "Clande- 
iiine  Method's,  the  Management  and  Artifices  of  Governors,  and 
Men  of  Delign,  might  have  great  Opportunities  from  the  Power 
and  Purfe  of  the  People  to  byafs  and  awe  the  Eledions  ^  and  hav- 
ing fill'd  their  Allembly  with  Men  of  their.own  Principles,  alLmaa- 
ner  of  Mifchiefs  might  en-fue  to  the  Defbrudion  of  the  Colony, 
Overthrow  of  the  Settlement  and  Ruin  of  the  Inhabitants.-      ,    'r 

And  if  any  Man  ask  me,  why  then  they  did  not  make  Laws,t<i 
^iTred  the  People  in  fuch  Cafes  what  to  do>  I  cannot,  but  Anfwer, 
for  them,  as  I  verily  believe  they  .would  have  AniVered  for  thein^. 
lelves  had  they  been  alive.  '   '_ 

That  when  any  Body  of  Men  Rcprefentative,  or  other  Aftingby;' 
or  for  a  Conflitution,  frpm  whom  they  receive,  their  Power,  fliall 
Ath  or  doj  or  make  Lav/s  and  Statutes?  to  do  any  thing  deftruftive 
of  theConfcitution  they  Aft  from?  that  Power  is  l^fo  facio  A'l^bWd, 
and  revolves  of  Courfe  into  the  Original  Power,  from  whence  it 
was  deriv'd. 

From  hence  it  mu ft  follow?  that  upon  known  Depredations  of 
Common  Liberty^  Breach  of  the  Capitulations  of  .Qpvernmerir, 
between  the  Governors  and.  the  People":  of/ C^rol^^V  the  People 
witbcuit  doubt,  by  Ri^ht  of  !^ature  as  wel't'asiby 'the  Conflitu- 
tion, revolves  und^  the  immediate  Dircclion  and  Government  of" 
Dhe  Ei7g.liil\  Empire,  whofe  Subjefts  they  were  before,  and  from,. 
".v  horn  their  G o v'trr iiment  was  •  cleriv 'd." 
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It  remains  here,  to  lay  (?own  what  thefe  Capitulations  I  fpeak  of 
^re,by  which  the  people  of  Care  I  (f7  a  ou^t  to  be  Govern'd,  ami  in 
the  Breach  whereof  tney  tire  Opprefs't  vand  then  to,  defcend  to  th-e 
black  Relatioiljhow  t)tiqfQ  FcpvUta  are  broken  iind  iinregarded,  hov 
^h^f^  people  are  Injuv'd' and  Tyranniiz'd  over,  what  Redrefs  ought 
to  be  given  theln  by  their  Governolirs  the  Proprietors  How  that 
Redrefs  has  been  legally  fought  fotj  and  humbly  petitioned  for  but 
in  Vain. 

I  fliall  then  Examine^not  only,  how.  far  the  Feppie  have  a  Rightf  to 
difpence  the  Engins  of  this.  Sub-Tyranny  i,  but  how  far  the  Con- 
ilitution  it  felf  is  diflolved^  and  the  People  have  a  Ri^ht  toEftab- 
lifh  their  being  there  fo  far  as  their  Free-hold  extends ;  "Upon  fuch

In  Order  tothefirfi.,  the  Reader  ^ilia)fpieafe  to  U^i  thefolioiR^itii

what  Exaft  Balis  of  Right  and  Property  this  Goverment  was  E- 
refted,  and  how,  plainly,  by  the  Encroachments  of  the  prcfent 
Gentlemen,  the  People  are  Injur'd,  the  Conftitution  in  it  fflf 
Deftroy'd  and  Inverted,  and  the  People  left.

An  Abridgement  of  the  Settlement  ioln 
,  Carolina.  \,,. 

O  Underftand  the  trite  Foundation  and  Eftabliiliment  of  the 
prcfent  Plantation  of  Carolina^  it  is  necellary  to  Obferve. 
That  this   Colony,  tho'  difcovered,  and  in  part  polieft,  even 
before  that  part  of  America^  call'd   Virginia  "to   -jyhich  it  is   conti- 
Ijuoiis  i   yet  lay  tor  feverai   Ages  of  Time  unimprov'd  and  neg- 

B  ieaed. 
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lefted,  till  about  the  Year,  When  a  particular  Account- 

of  its  Fertility,  the  wonderful  Agreablencfs  of  the  Climate,  the 
Pleafantnefs  and  Health  o$  its  Scituation,  Advantages  of  Produce, 
Fitneis  for  Trade ,  and  all  Manner  of  Improvement ,.  b.eing 
brought  to  fome  Gentlemen  of  Quality  and  Eftates  in  England^ 
they  refolv'd  to  encourage  the  planting  this  Country,  and  in  par- 
ticular, relblv'd  to  fettle  it  upon  fome  better  Foundations  of  Go- 
vernment, than  the  reft  of  the  fw/////;  Colonies  feem'd  to  ftand 
Upon ',  as  the  Only  Thing,  which  added  to  the  reft  of  its  Advan> 
tages,  wou'd  beft  encourage  the  fpeedy  Planting  it,  and  draw  In- 
habitants in  great  lumbers  from  other  Plantations  to  this  NeW 
Settlement  ^  Thefe  Gentlemen  being  truly  fcniible  of  that  known 
and  undifputed  Maxim  of  Government,  That  the  Number  of  Inha- 
bitants^ is  both  the  Wealth  and  Strength  of  a  Nation. 

In  Order  to  this,  they  iirft  obtain  a  Grant  of  the  Province  from 
King  Charles  the  Second,  to  them  and  their  Heirs,  as  Abfolute 
Lords  and  Proprietors  of  the  Country.    . .,    ^. 

But  the  Reader  is  defir'd  not  to  forget,  t^at  this  Grant  or  Char- 
ter of  King  Charles  the  Second,  had  two  Reftriftions  or  Saving  Ar- 
ticles in  it,  which,  indeed,  were  not  Provifo's  of  Capitulation,  but 
Provifo'sof  Necefiity.  I'll  explain  my  felf  prefently,  the  Salvo's 
were  thefe, 

1 .  Saving  atxoays  the  Faithy  Allegian<:e^  and  Soveraign  Dominion  dut 
to  HSy  our  Heirs^  and  Succejfors  for  the  fame.     And, 

2.  Saving  alfo  the  Right,  Title  and  Interefi,  of  all,  and  every  our  Sub'- 
je^s  of  the  Englifii  Nation,  which  are  nojv  flanted  ypithin  the  Limits 
and  Bounds  aforefaid*.

Thefe  I  call  Provl'fo's  of  Necefllty,  becaufe  nothing  can  depute 
mor&  Power,  than  it  pofieftes. 

h  The  King  could  not  part  with  the  Allegiance  and  Dominioii 
^uc  to  the -E»g-/^^j  Crawn, without  Confent  of  P^W?<<;«e«^    For, 

1.  That  had  been,  to  have  Alienated  Part  of  the  £w^//|?j  Govern- 
ment from  the  Crown^    'viii    '\\J    i  . 'ji., 

2.  It  had  been,  to  confign  fbmc  of  his  Subjefts  over  to  the  Go- 
vernment of  another  Prince-  without  their  Confent.  "t 

II.  The  King  could  not  grant  the  Right,  Title  aod  Intcreft  of 
thofe  of  hisSubjefts  already  planted  there,for  that  was  none  of  his 
own  ;  and  he  could  no  more  transfer  their  Property,  thaa  their 
Allegiance.

T.  That  the  Government  of  C<^r«7//w^  is  dependant  upon  England^ 
and  fubje£tto  the  Laws,  Government  and  Direftion  of  the  Enalijh 
Crown-,  and  confeqiiently  their  Grievances  are  cognizable  in  the 
Parliament  of  England. 

2.  There  Were  Inhabitants  in  Carolina  before  the  Grant  made  to 
the  prefent  Proprietors^  which  Inhabitants  had  a  Right  both  to  the 
Government  as  well  as  PoflefTion  \  which  King  CW/e.f  the  Second,, 
neither  did,  nor  cou'd  grant  by  Charter,  or  otherwife  to  any 
Body. 

3.  As  their  Allegiance  to  the  Englifj  Crown  cowM  not  be  trans* 
fer'd  by  Gift  or  Charter,  fo  neither  could  the  Protedion  of  the 
EngUflj  Government  be  deny'd  them  •,  and  therefore,  the  Parlia- 
tnent  of  England  has  an  undoubted  Right  to  redrefs  their  Grie- 
vances, ana  to  relieve  them  againft  all  the  Opprefilons  of  theii* 
pretended  Governours  of  what  tod  foever.  And  this  15  my  Rea- 
foil  for  the  Argument. 

This  Charter  is  a  Creation  of  the  Proprietors,  both  Temporal 
and  Spiritual  Lords  of  the  Country,  and  gives  them  full  Spiritua> 
Dominion ,  as  to  Building  and  Forming  Churches,  with  the 
Patronage,  and  AdvowHon  of  them,  the  Dedication ,  Confccra- 
tion ,  but  limited  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  EftgUnd  j 
a  Continued  Badge  ef  their  Dependance  on  this  Kingdom ,  both  in 
Spiritual  Matters^  as  well  a^  Temporal.  The  Tenure  of  this  Rega- 
lity is  allJb  held  of  the  Mannor  of  Greenwich  in  the  County  of 
Kent^  in  Free  and  Common  Soccage,  paying  to'  the  Crown,  as  of 
the  faid  Mannor  twenty  Marks  Yearly  as  a  Qiiit-Rcnt,  and  a 
Fourth  part  of  all  Gold  and  Silver  Oai,  which  fhall  be  found. 

|»^or  was  the  Provifo  for  the  Right  of  the  People  already  planted, 
or  to  be  planted,  at  all  forgot  in  this  Charter  by  the  King  {  for 
in  the  firft  Empowering  Claufe  of  the  Charter,  it  is  exprelly  faid, 

^'  To  ordain,  make,  cnaft,  and  under  their  Seals  to  pubiifii 
*  any  Laws  whatfoever.  — — —  But  how,, 

Sy  and  with  the  uidvice^  and  u4jfent^  and  Approbation  of  tlte  Freemen 
of  the  faid  Province^   or  the  greater  Part  of  them.

This  is  incerted  to  remind  thofe  Gentlemen,  that  Afl«mbiing: 
the  Freemen  of  Carolina  to  make  Laws,  &c.  was  not  a  Voluntary 
Aft  of  their  own  Clemency,  but  what  they  were  obliged  to,  by 
the  very  Charter  from  whence  they  derive  their   Authcrity. 

Nor  was  it  a  Rellridion  of  the  meer  Grace  of  theKiu^-:  but 
?.ccordin!g  to  the  Native  Riglit  of  the  Freemen,  lalTebiiaats  of 
Carolina  fettled  there  before,  provided   for  in  the  Claule  before-

inttitioncd,  whofe  Right,  even  the  King  him felf,  had  no  Power 
to  Diflbive  or  Transfer. 

%  In  making  the  Laws  thefe  Afl'eniblies  are  empowcrM  to  Enadi: 
and  Execute,  It  is  further  Remarkable,  and  of  which,  I  hope,  good 
ilfe  will  he  niade.  His  Late  Majefty  Chmles  the  Second,  lays  a- 
nother  Double  Reftriftion.

s.l\\  the  next  place.  His  Majefty  plainly  fignifieSy  that  aU  thett 
Laws  ought  to  be  correlponding  with  the  EiVglifll  Conftitution^ 
Convenience  of  the  People,  Anglice^  The  PublUk  Good  only  qx- 
eepted^  by  which  is  inferr'd,  that  Reafon  and  the  Publick  Good 
are  the  principal  Ends  of  all  Law,  an8  are  to  fuperfede  all 
the  Power  granted  to  the  Proprietors  of  CaroUn/i^  as  indeed 
they  ought  to  do  all  Humane  Power  committed  to  Man  in  the 
World. 
i;Upon  thefe  and  fundry  other  Conditions  was  the  firll:  Charter 
W  Grant  made  to  the  Lords  Proprietors  of  Carolina,  dated  the 
24th  of  'March,  i'5  Car.  H.  A  Second  Grant  or  Charter  verbatim 
by  the  firft,  only  Enlarging  the  Bounds, was  granted  to  the  fame 
Lords  Proprietors,  dated  the  30th  of  June  17  Car.  IL  and  the 
Projprietors  by  thefe  Two  Charters^  are,  Edward,  Ed.rl  of  Clares- 
don-,  Gecr^f,  Duke  of  jilbemarle  -,  WiHiam,  Eairl  of  Craven',  John; 
Lord  Berkeley-',  Anthony,  Lovd  Ajldey,  afterwards  Earl  of  Shaft skiry  ', 
Sir  George  Carteret,  Sir  John  Colleton   and  Sir  William  Berkeley. 

Purfulmt  to  thefe  Charters,  The  Proprietors  went  on  with 
the  Settlement  of  this  Colony,  and  knowing  that  on  the  good 
Government  of  the  Province,  and  the  large  Priviledges  granted 
to  the  Inhabitants,  depended  very  much  the  Encouragement  to 
Strangers  of  all  Nations,  as  well  as  to  the  EnglijJ}^  to  Tranfport 
themfelvcs,  Families,  and'Eftates  thither,  and  conlequently  the 
Prolperity  of  the  Colony. 

;-.  They  form'd  the  Government  of  the  faid  Province  intoaPub- 
"iick  Inftrument,  which  they  call  the  Fundamental  Conftitution  of 
Carolina,  confifting  of  ^  2b  Articles,  which  in  the  lalt  Article  are 
declared,  fliall  be  and  remain,  the  Sacred  and  Unalterable -Form 
and  Rule  Of  Government  of  Carolina  for  evGr.  '- 

Thefe  Articles  are  afterwards  abridged  into  One  and  Forty, 
-xontainin^  the  -full  Subftanee,  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  afore-

faicl  One  Hundred  and  Twenty,  and  being  firft  fign'd  and  ftjed'a 
to  by  the  Lords  Proprietors,  as  thQ^Fafi-a  Conve»ta  of  Goverinent.; 
are  prefcnted  to,  and  accepted  by  the  Freemen,  Freeholders  and 
Inhabitants,  and  agreed  to  be  paft,  in  a  Full  and  Free  Parliament 
or  Aflembly,  as  the 'Sacred  and  Unalterable  Conditions,  on  whic 
they  Confent  to  be  Governed  arid  Direfted,  and  to  which  they 
fubmlt. 


An  Abridgement  af  tlie  ConHitutions^  Con- 
fiftingof  41  Articles. 


THe  Preamble  fets  forth.  That  K.  Chd.  the  lid.  having  Granted 
to  the  Proprietors  the  Province  of  Carolina^  with  all  the  Roy« 
aides  Privileges,  &c. 

For  the  better  Settlement  of  the  Government  of  the  faid  Pro* 
vince,  the  faid  Lords  Proprietors  agree  to  the  following  Form  of 
Government  to  be  perpetually  Eftablifti't,  and  which  chey  oblige 
themfelves  to //:  f /7e  mefi  binding  Ways  that  can  be  Devis'd* 

The  Firft  live  Articles  contain  the  Regulation  of  Authority  and 
Divifion  of  the  Government  into.  i.  The  Proprietors  Court  to 
Conlift  of  the  TaUtine^  and  feven  Proprietors,  and  in  the  Ahfence 
of  the  Governor,  and  fuch  Deputies  as  they  Affign  :  This  Court  t» 
ha v«  all  the  Supream  Power  Granted  to  the  Proprietors  ia  the 
Charter  i  as  Calling  and  Difolving  Parliaments,  Pardoning  Of-^ 
fences,  &c.  ^'''  -  I 

The  6th  to  the  19th  Article' regulates  the  Parliament,  to  Conlifll 
of  the  Proprietors  or  their  Deputies  by  themfelves  ^  The  Land" 
craves  and  C^fiich  in  the  Upper-Houfe,  and  Freeholders  in  the 
LoWer-Houfe  •,  this  is  their  King,  Lords,  and  Commons,  and  the 
Manner  Exaftly  Regulated  to  the  Simiiy,  with  Limitations  and 
Qiiallifications  for  Elefting,  and  being  Elefted,  and  the  Privileges 
and  Office  of  each  Houfe  fettled. 

To  the  116.  Article  Exclufive  is  fettled  the  Divilion  of  the  Pro- 
vince into  Counties,  the  Limitation  of  Every  ones  Qiiantity^  in 
PoUefTion,  the  Tryal  of  Caufes  and  Crimes  fer  Pares^  the  Ghooling 
and  Deputing  the  Governour,  the  Admitting  Freemen,  Eftablilh- 
jng  Religion,  Churches,   &c. 

To  the' 38th  Article  they  determine  what  Society  of  Men,  and 
on  what  Terms  iliall  be  Efteemed  a^Church,  and  the  Regulating 
Religious  Matters,  wherein  the  only  Religious  Q.u  all  ideations,  by 
^  i  C  which 
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whhic  any  Man  Js  Admitted  a  Member  of  any  Church,  and  of  tht 
Gofvernment  are  thefe  two. 

1 .  That   he  believes  there  is  a  God^ 

2.  ThAt  God  is  Tublickly  to  be   Worjhifed. 

A  Third  Article  Obliging  all  People  to  bear  Witnefs  in  Cafes 
Required  to  Truth,  either  by  Oath  or  lome  Equivalent,  is  added. 

The  39th  Article   is  pofitive,  -^-^ — — .i — \^:. 

*'  No  Perfon  whatfoever  iliall  Difturb,  Molefl,  or  Perfecnte, 
^'  another  for  his  Opinion  in  Religion,  cr  Way   of  JVorJhif.- 

The  two  laft  Articles  fettle  the  Freemens  Power  over  their 
Slaves,  and  the  Form  Of  Signing  the  Conllitutions  by  all  Perfons 
admitted  into  Office  or  Truft. 

And  the  Conclufion  of  thefe  Articles  are  thusj 

Thofe  Fundamental  Conftitutions  in  Number  Forty  One,  and 
every  Part  thereof  fliall  be  and  remain  the  inviolable  Form  and 
Rule  of  Government  of  Carolina  for  ever.

Thefe  Conftitutions  1  know  have  obtain'd  upon  the  World,,  to^ 
be  the  Contrivance  of  the  Old  Earl  of  5— — W^  *,  but  I  think, 
I  have  very  good  Authority,  to  afllire  the  World  Mr.  Lock  had  the 
Right  of  Parentage  to  the  former^  whether  I  ought  to  contend  for 
either  the  Policy  or  Humane  Underftanding,  in  Right  of  either  of 
thefe  Great  Men  in  the  Contrivance  or  no  ^  I  ^all  not  debate. 
I  am  certain  of  this,  they  handed  the  Infant  Government  into 
the  World  without  Leading-ftrrngs,  and  turn'd  it  loofe  before  it 
cou'd  ftand  alone  ^  by  which  means,  like  young  Romulus^  it  has 
got  a  Wolf  to  its  Nurfe,  and  is  like  to  be  bred  ujVa  Monfter.         ; 

'Tis  true,  thefe  Conftitutions  were  not  aftually  paf^in  any  Af- 
fembly,  and  fo  may  be  objected  againft,  as  not  fo  binding  as 
in  other  Cafes  they  would  be. 

But  they  were  fign'd  by  the  Proprietors,  and  in  the  Infancy  of^ 
the  Settlement  by  the  Inhabitants,  as  they  came  there  to  Settle  i; 
and  were  only  referr'd  to  a  Parliament  or  Allembly  when  the  Co-' 
lony  was  confiderabie  enough  to  require  it.

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In  thefe  Parliaments,  thefe  People  have  always  oppofed  pafHng 
the  Conftitiitions,  fearing  without  doubt,  to  come  under  the 
Fetters  of  the  Law,  and  a  juft  Government  ^  and  knowing  the 
Meafiires  they  defignM  to  take,  were  deftruftive  of  the  very  Being 
and  Nature  of  the  Government  j  and  therefore  being  nnwillirig 
to  have  the  Obftrudion  of  any  Settled  Conftitution,  they  always 
rendred  the  Eropofal  contemptible^  and  bantcr'd  the  Colony  with 
the  frequent  Attempts  to  pafs  them,  laying  them  by,  as  iifelefs 
Trifles  not  worth  Notice,  tho'  they  were  indeed  the  Fundamen- 
tals of  their  Government. 

It  remains  now  to  examine,  how  the  Gentlemen  now  con:crn'd

But  as  here  is  no  Need  to  fly  to  a  fpeculative  Charge,  wheit 
the  A<^^ts  and  Inftrunients  ofthefe  Mifchiefs  are  known;  and 
plain,  *^and  to  be  found  upon  the  Spot^  fo  let  the  Charge  lye  in 
its  conftruftive  Part  where  it  will,  'tis  plain,  where  it  more  im- 
inedi^tely  lies  by  the  following  Inftances  to  which  I  refer,- and 
the   Perfons  will  be  but  too  eafily   known  there.      .  -;': 

]Buti..^yet  this  Account  cannot  pretend  to  cleur  th^  Pro,^t€tprs^ 
from  being  both  Agents  and  Principals,  at  leaft  fome  of  them, 
in  thafthey  have  conftantly  had  the  particulars  of  thefe  Things, 
laid  before  them  in  the  humble  Petitions  of  the  Inhabitants*,  which 
they  to  their  great  Charge  and  Trouble,  have  fent  over  to  En^- 
Uffd  hy  Members  ©I' their  own  Body,  pur,pofely  Reputed;  as  Ean- 
bafiadors  to  the  Proprietors  ^  viz.  John  Ajh^  VS%  who  died  here> 
in  the  Negotiation  of  thofe  A^irs,  and  »s  naw  fucceeded  by 
Mr.  Jof.  Boon^  as  will  appear  in  the  Profccution  of  this  Paper. 

The  fubmiffive  Letters,   the  humble  Applications,^   the  Peti- 
tions and  Remonftrances  of  the   People  of  all  Perfwafipns,   and, 
of  the  Gonfop^ning  Mioifter  of  the  i^lace,  demonftrate,  th^.t  the 
Oppreffion  is  univerfal,  _  the ,  Q^ievance  ^  extraordinary,^  and  that 
the  proprietors  haye  been  duely  infoxm'd  of  it  all'. 

I  think,   it  will   moft  naturally  occur,   that  if  thefe  Gentle- 
men, who,  God  knows^  are  ill  qualified  for  Government,  do  not 
redrefs  the  Grievances  of  the  People,  fome  Body  elfi  mufi- ;  and::

The  Government  of  this  Province  has  had  the  ufual  Misfor- 
tune of  thofe  People,  wlw  are  left  to  the  Condu.d  oi Mercenaries  -^ 
the  Gentlemen-Proprietors,   or  Lords  izall  them  wha,t  yoii  voiir)  are^ 
very  honeft  Gentlemen^  but    are  here-plac'd  above  ti>eir  5/)Wev 
•they  arc  Gentlemen  of  Birth  and  Fortunts,   and  well  enough   in- 
ftjuct-ed.  ill. Things  withal  their   Qiiality,    b^it  thQyn<iv<ttlenrnt 
to  be  Kims' '^    they   have  not    taken    in  the  }i.int  o'i  Fater  Patri^: 
they  don't  know '  that  a  King  muft  be  the  Fathr  of  his  People -^^ 

and 
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^m\  thnt  there  is  a  ibrt  of  Patriiircal  Affe£bion ,  as  well  as  OWiga- 
tion,  betvvecn  a  King  on  the  Throne,  and  the  People  He  Governs, 
which  obliges  them  fo  treat  them  with  Gcntlenels  ,  liftcn  to  their 
Complaints,  and  redrels  their  Grievance  ;  they  need  have  gwieno^ 
farther,  than  to  their  own  Sovereign, to  have  fcen  a  Pattern  ot  this 
pious  Care,  and  have  reflected  ,  how  Sollicitons  Her  Majefty  ap- 
pears for  the  General  Good ;  how  pleas'd  and  thankful,  when  l*ro- 
Iperity  Crowns  their  Aftairs  ^  how  affe^ionately  Conccrn'd .  when 
any  Calamity  attends  Her  People,  either  puhlick  as  in  thr  Great 
Storm,  or  private  in  the  Cal'e  of  Trade  ^  as  in  the  Difafter  of 
Mr.  Pitkifih  ill  treating  them  :  How  concerned  did  Her  Majefty  ap- 
pear for  the  Widows  and  diltrefs'd  Families  of  the  Seamen  that 
perifhtinthe  Storm!  how  bountifully  relieve  them  !  and  the  like. 
Whence  does  this  proceed?  God  Almighty,  for  the  Good  of  Na- 
tions, furnilhes  Princes,  born  to  Crowns  and  Kingdoms,  with  the 
limited  Afie6iions  for  thefcCircumftances  of  Government,  Und  there- 
by fullfils  the  promifc  of  making  them  Nurfmg  Fathers,  and  Kur- 
fing  Mothers. 

Thefe  Propriety-Monarchs  are  born  without  thefc  Aftcftions, 
like  a  Landlord  to  his  Tenant,  they  have  their  Eyes  vpon  the  Rim  ; 
their  Concern,  if  any^  is  not  of  Afteclion  ,  but  of  Intereft  ;  they 
arc  Step-fathers  and  Strangers  in  the  Government,  and  they  have 
ihown  it  •,  for  their  Ears  have  been  ftopt ,  and  fhut  to  the  Com- 
plaints  of  their  OpprefsVl  People  ^  they  govern  them  by  Sub-Ty- 
rants, and  connive  at  their  Tyrannies ,  becaufc  they  ar^  not  fur- 
nifticd  with  the  Afteftion  of  Love  to  the  People  they  govern. 

That  this  is  no  Scandal,  and  I  hope,  no  needlefs  DigrefTion,  I 
fhali  refer  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Impartial  Part  of  Mankind,  af- 
ter Reading  the  true^State  of  the  Colony  ,  as  now  fupprefs'd,  and 
imder  the  Government  of  a  Party,  and  of  the  Tyranny  pra^isU 
there,  and  this  will  be  bed  rcprefcnted  by  themfelves. 

I  ft^all  then  defcribe  the  true  Pofture  of  it,  as  it  would  realbnably 
be  allow'd  to  be,  imder  a  State  of  Liberty  and  Encouragement '-,  in 
the  Refult  of  which,  the  Imprudence  and  ill  Policy,  as  well  as  In- 
juftice  of  the  Proprietors,  will  appear  in  fuftering  a  flourifliing  Co- 
lony, thus  to  ianguifh  under  their  Hands. 

The  firlt  thing  1  fhall  refer  to  for  a  Profpeft  of  the  Grievance  be- 
fore ns,  is  the  Reprefentation  of  the  Inhabitants,  dircdcdtothe 
Proprietors,  fign'd  by  above  lOo  of  the  principal  Merchants,  Free- 
holders and  Planters,  with  feveral  Members  of  the  Alicmbly  *,  and 
fcnt  over  by  John  jijh^  Efq-,  who ,  with  great  Difficulty  and  Haz- 
zard,  got  away  to  FiroinU^  where  his  Powers  and  Inftrutiions  were 
Convey'd  after  him  •,  the  Government  there  ufing  all  poffible  En- 
deavours to  prevent  him.     The  Addrefs  isasfoUowi.

The  great  and  peifoaal  Debts 
and  NecelHties  which  the  fa  id  late  Go- 
vcrnour  Moih-e  had  to  fcruggle  with,  m^Y 
well  be  thought  to  have  put  him  upon, 
and  prompted  him  to  Defigns,  to  enrich 
•himfelf  at  the  hazard  of  piiblick  Peace 
and  Welfare:  And  becaufe  thefe  his 
defigfli  touli  nci  poflibly  be  efFefted  by 
iiimt'elf  alone,  he  knew  very  well,  that 
to  engage  the  Council  to  his  Intereft,

of  very  many  unqualify'd  aliens  were 
taken  and  cnter'd,  the  Votes  of  feveral  . 
Members  of  the  Council  were  filed  and 
Received,  a  great  number  of  Servants^  , 
and  Poor  and  indigent  Perfons,  Voted

they  have  equal  terapta-tion )  abhor  to 
follow, 

V.  That  the  faid  late  Governor  Moore 
did  grant  Commiflions  t©  Anthcvy  Dedf- 
Tvortk^  J^bert  Mjfbcwc,  and  others,  to  let 
-upon ,  affault,  kill,  deftroy.  and  take 
Ccptive  as  many  Indians  as  they  pofltble 
could,  the  Profit  and  Prodvce  of  which 
Jndiitn  Slaves  were  tvrn'd  to  his  private 
life  ;  whereas  fuch  undertakings,  unjuft 
and  barbarous  in  themfclves,  will  in  all 
Probability  draw  upon  us  an  JndtM  War, 
with  all  the  drcadfui  Confequencesof  it. , 

VI.  We  reprcfcnt  to  your  Lordflilps, 
t)iat  the  late  unfortunate,  ill  -contriv'd, 
and  worfe  Manag'd  expedition  againlt 
St,  Augujiine ,  was  principally  fct  on 
Foot  by  the  faid  late  Governor  and  his 
Adherents;  and  that  if  any  Perfon  in 
the  faid  latw  AfTcmbly  undertook  to 
fpeak  again  ft  it,  and  to  Ihew  how  unfit 
and  unable  we  were  at  that  time  for  fuch 
aa  Attempt,   he  was  prefcncly   look'd 


upon,  by  them,  fis  an  £wf»|y  and  tnytor 
to  his  Country,  and  revil'd  and  affronred 
in  the  faid  Aflenibh',  akho'the  true  De- 
ilgnof  the  i:xp-'dh{cv,\\z%  no  orher  then 
catching  and  making  Slaves  of  hididris  for 
private  advantage,  and  Impoverifhing 
the  Country;  And  this  will  plainly  ap- 
pear, when  your  Lordfhips  know  that 
your  Counti-y  is  brought  more  in  Debt 
at  this  timcj  and  upon  this  occafion^ 
then  ever  fince  its  firlt  Settlement,  if  we 
put  all  the  Debts  we  have  ow'd  together ; 
and  that  the  Expedhion  was  to  enrich 
thenifelves  will  appear  particularly,  be- 
caufe  whatfoever  Booty,  as  rich  Silks, 
great  C^aantity  of  Clmrch-Plate)  with  a 
great  many  other  coftly  Church  Orna- 
ments and  Utenfils  taken  by  our  Soul- 
diers  as  St.  Augtijiinei  are  now  detained 
in  the  Poffelfion  of  the  faid  late  Gover- 
nor and  his  Officers,  contrary  to  an  Aft 
of  Aflfembly  made,  for  an  equal  Divi- 
fion  of  the  fame  among  the  Souldiets. 

VII.  That  the  faid  Governor  would 
liave  had  the  faid  Expedition  againift 
St.  Auguftine,  begun  and  undertaken  be- 
fore the  War  with  Spii>f,  was  Proclaim'd 
here;  and  this  was  vehemently  urg'd 
by  his  Intereft  in  the  faid  Aflembly,  but 
with  much  ado,  being  put  to  the  Vote, 
was  carried  in  the  Nrgaxive.  And  when 
at  laft  the  Expedition  was  Ordei'd,  the 
Management  of  the  did  late  Governor 
wasTfuch,  in  all  its  Steps,  particularly 
in  relation  to  his  fhamcful  retreat,  and 
burning  the  Country's  Veffels,  that  we 
arc  afliam'd  to  mention  the  fame  till  we 
have  a  Free  Affcmbly,  before  which  the 
matter  may  be  fairly  try'd,  which  is  the 
only  thing  the  faid  late  Governor  and 
ihis  Adherents  are  moft  afraid  of. 

Vin.  That  in  the  faid  late  AfTemWy, 
the  Conftitutions  ient  by  Major  Diutcl 
were  offer'd  for  th-ir  palfing,Urg'd  with 
g.reat  Itrcngth  of  Reafon,  for  to  have 
thcmPafs'd  by  Mr.Ajh,  but  they  were 
oppofed  by  Mr.Trott,  Mr«//owfx,  and 
others  tlie  faid  Governor's  Ctv^atures, 
and  feveral  rcfieiUng  words  ufed  by  the 
faid  Trott  and  JJoir.^s  concerning  them, 
expoling  the  Conftitutions  as  Ridiculous 
and  Void  in  themfclves,  (thereby  endca- 
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vouring,  notwithftanding  your  I.ord- 
fhips  care  ot  us  )  to  keep  the  People  in 

an  unftftcl'd  Condition,  tliat  from  time- 
to  time-,  they  might  the  more  eafily.  be 
impofed  on  by  thein.. 

IX.  That  after  the  People  ReturnM 
fi-om  St,  Augujim  i  the  tiraj  for  the  fa  id 
Affembly  to  meet,  according  to  the  laft 
Prorogation  ,  was  juft  at  hand;,  when 
they  met,  they  went  upon  the  Inquiry 
of  the  Charges  the  Country  had  been  at 
in  the  faid  Expedition  ,  and  were  upon 
Debate  for  the  finding  out  Ways  and 
Means  for  the  Payment  of  the  Coun- 
tries Debt?,  forfecuring  the  Colony,  for 
the  fettling  of  Eleftions  for  the  future, 
and  for  granting  as^  much  Freedom  to 
the  French  y  and  other  Aliens,  as  could 
be  granted  by  the  AiTembly  ,  or  the 
French  reafonably  expft.  A  Bill  for  the 
better  J{eguktivg  Eleclms,  pafb'd  the  low- 
er Houfe  twice  ,  and  was  fent  up  to  the 
laid  Governor  and  Council,  where  it  was 
rejefted  without  fo  much  as  a  Confe- 
rence;  upon  which  feveral  of  the  Mem- 
bers, jealous  oi  their  Priviledges ,  and 
being  fo  order'd  by  thofe  that  fent  them, 
left  the  Houfe  ,  firfi:  entring  their  Pro- 
teftation,  a  Copy  of  which  Mr-  Aft)  has 
to  fhew  your  Lord  (hips,  and  to  Which  we 
refer  You. 

X.  But  what  we  have  yet  to  repre- 
fent  to  yourLord{hips>  makes  very  deep 
ImprelTions  on  us,  and  is  not  to  be 
thought  on  by  us,  but  with  the  greateft 
Regret  and  Concern.  For  altho'  the 
Members  of  the  late  Affembly  ,  who 
Proteftcd  >  and  did  leave  the  Houfe  as 
a  forefa  id  (hoping  that  the  next  Day  they 
might  find  things  in  better  order ,  and 
Ibme  temperating  Means  found  out , 
which  might  have  given  fome  tolerable 
AlTurance  of  having  their  Liberties  fe- 
tur'd)  went  every  one  of  them  to  the 
HouCe  on  the  Morrow,  and  frankly  of- 
fer\l  to  fit  longer,  if  the  reft  ot  the  Af- 
fembly would  joyn  with  them  ta  Affert 
their  Rights  ;  but  inftead  of  any 
compliance  ,  thpy  were  Abus'd  .•  Re- 
vil'd,  and  treated  with  the  moft  re^- 
i^eOing  Language  imaginable,  very 
unbecomipi  an  Affembly.    And  we  fur- 


ther Represent  to  your  LcrJlhips,  tlia6" 
after  fach  Abufe  given  them  in  the 
Koufe,  r.reral  of  the  f^id  Members-, 
■vi^.  the  faid  foh»  Afii  ^  "^i^V  L.tvJ,grive 
Thomai  Smith,  and  others,  were  Aflault-' 
ed  and  fctupon  in  the  open  Street,  with-- 
out  any  Provocation  or  Affront  by  thtiri  *' 
given,  oroffer'd.  The  faid  T/-o»i^5  Smith- 
v/as  fet  upon  hyLieutenantColonel  Georgs 
jDe^rsbjy  who  with  his  Sword  drawn, and 
thePoist  held  at  the  faid  Smith's  Belly, 
fwore  he  would  Rill  him,  and  if  he  had 
not  been  prevented,.,  would  have  done 
the  {^dldSmith  fome  confiderableMifchief,. 
to  the  endangering  of  his  Life-  The 
faid  ^ohn  Ajh  walking  along  the  Street, 
was  aflaulted  by  a  rude,,  drunken,  un« 
governable  R.abble,  headed,  encouraged 
and  abetted  by  the  faid  Dearfleyy  lipoma's 
DaltoVy  Nicholas  Nary,  and  other  Perfons^ 
Inhabitants,  who  fet  upon  the  faid  Affy 
ufed  him  Villanoufly  and  Barbarouily, 
and  that  Evening  ;  when  he  the  faid  Af) 
was  retir'd  into  a  Friend's  Chamber  for 
Security,ihe  fame  armed  Multitude  came 
to  the  Houfe  where  tlie  faid  ^/b  was,and 
demanded,  him  down,affuring  him  at  the 
fame  time  that  they  would  do  him  no 
hurt,  but  only  wanted  todifcourfe  with 
him,  upon,  which  Afiurance  he  came 
down  to  them  ;  who  notwithftanding, 
being  encouragM  and  aflifted  by  Captaia 
I(hett,  and  others  ,  drew  him  by  Force 
and  Violence  on  board  his  the  faid  i?ktt*s 
Ship,  reviling  and  threatning  of  him  as 
they  drag'd  him  along ;  and  having  got- 
ten him  on  board  the  faid  R^ett's  Ship, 
they  fometimes  told  him  they  would  car- 
ry him  to  Jamaica  ;  and  at  other  times 
threatning  to  Hang  him ,  or  lea\ice  him 
on  fome  remote  Ifland, 

XI.  That  the  faid  late  (jovcrnor  had 
the  fame  day  ( immediately  before  the 
Ri(^t  began)  treated  a  great  many  of  the 
Perfonsconcern'd  therein,  and  ufed  fuch 
Expreflions  to  them,  as  gave  them,  next 
then  drink,  the  greateft  Encourage.- 
ments  for  what  they  a£ted,  by  telling 
them,  that  the  protefting  Members 
would  bring  thj^eople  on  their  Heads 
for  neglcfting'  to  pay  the  Country's 
Debts ,  which  if  it  fhould  happen,  he 
knew  not  who  could  blame  them  j  in  the 
E  meaa 
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mean  time  he  thank'd  them  for  tlieir  clofe  . 
adherence  to  him  in  all  his  Concerns- 
And  after  the  Riot  began  (of  part  of 
which  he  was  an  Eye-vvitnefs;  having 
'firft  drank  with  Tome  of  them,  he  with- 
drew himfelf  out  of  the  way,  thereby 
g.iving  them  greater  Incouragement  to 
proceed  in  their  Tumultuous  Pra^lifes, 
and  by  his  Example  and  Abfence,  dif- 
couraging  the  inferior  Officsrs  from  ex- 
ecuting their  Duty. 

XII.  That  whllft  the  faid  Riot  con- 
tmu'd,  which  was  four  or  five  Days, 
Landgrave  Edmnd  BeUinger ,  who  was  a 
JufTice  of  -the  Peace ,  there  bt-ing  no  o- 
ther  to  be  feen  that  iinderftood  his  Of- 
fice, went  out  to  Supprefs  and  Record 
the  aforefaid  Riot,  but  the  Rioters  no 
fooner  faw  him,  than  theycall'd  him  all 
the  opprobrious  Names  they  could  think 
ef,  and  the  faid  B^ext  came  up  ?o  him, 
a-nd  ilruck  him  over  the  Head  with  his 
Cane,  and  continu'd  beating  and  ftriking 
of  him  for  a  confiderable  time,  as  by  the 
faid  Record  herewidi  fent  your  Lord- 
fhips,  will  more  fully  appear. 

XIII.  That  the  faid  Rioters  beat  and 
abufed  Mr.  'ifofqyh  Boone^  and  put  him  in 
danger  and  fear  of  bis  Life,  withoutany 
ProvocationJjy  him  given  or offer'd ;  and 
that  for  fo.ur  or  five  days  fuccefrively,and 
at  other  times  after,  the  faid  Rioters 
unufually  Arm'dand  Weapon'd.,  to  the 
great  Terror  of  the  People,,  and  fright- 
ned  and  terrify'd  Perlons,  that  they 
wereforc'd  to  leave  the  Town,  their  Af- 
fairs and  Interells  expofed  to  the  Mer- 
cy of  a  licentious  Rabble. 

•  XIV.  Thatfome  of  the. fa  id  Rioters, 
Whilftthe  Riot.wasatthe  Church,  went 
one  Night  to  the.Houfe  of  -^ohSmth,  a 
Batcher  in  Charles  Tofiv..^,  and  there  be-: 
iuga  Woman  big  with  Child. in  the  faid 
Houre,they.with  Force  qpenM  tlie  door., 
threw  her  down,  and  other wiTcmir-u fed 
her,  .that  {I>e  brought  forth  a  dead 
-Child,  with  the  Back  and  SJ<ull  brdkeii. 

'''k.N.  That  the  fakl  "fohi  Jjl?^  -Aii 
■  iniib^  fumes  Byres.,  fofepb  "Boon  y  tiod  o- 
i:b.er§;  cani'o!air/'d  tOwChcilaid'.Ute' Gover- 


nor and  his  Council,  fctting  forth  the  A- 
bules  and  Barbarous  llfjges  they  had 
met  withal  from  tlie  aforefaid  Rioter?, 
and  tTie  Danger  they  were  yet  in  ,  foe 
that  the  faid  Rioters  were  itill  in 
Arms,  £5";:.  but  they  met  with  no  other 
Satisfadion  from  them ,  then  that  the 
faid  late  Governor  (Lifted  off  the  Mat- 
ter;  by  faying,  it  was  a  Bufmefs  fit  for 
a  Juftice  of  Peace ;  and  being  ask'd  by 
^ames  Byres,  whether  or  not  he  look'd  on 
himfelf,  as  Governor,  ohlig'd  to  keep- 
the  Peace  of  the  Province?  Hereply'd, 
that  was  a  Quefiionhe  was  notoblig'dto 
Anfwer-.    - 

XVr.  Thatjjefore  the  next  Seffions 
of  the  Peace,  holden  for  the  faid  Pro- 
vince ,  Sir  Natbavicl  fohifon  was  pro- 
claim'd,  and  took  upon  him  the  Govern- 
ment;  and  then  Mr.  Trottlud  a  Com- 
miflion  to  be  Judge,  and  the  laid  late  Go- 
vernor wasmade  Attorney  General;  fo 
that  it  was  in  va-in  to  exped  any  Relief 
or  Remedy  here  :  However  ,  the  faid 
EdmondBeUi?}ger,  did  whatinJiim  lay, 
to  havAiiicfaid  Riot  inquir'd  into,  gave 
intheJRecord  thereof  to  the  Bench,  and 
lome^.the'Grand  Jury  ifrg'd  to  have 
it  ^Ji^fiied,  but  to  no  purpofe  ;  for 
fomeo^fhe  Abettors  of  the  Rioters  be- 
ing of  the  Jury ,.. and  leaking  Friends 
there,  ftopt  the  whole  Proceeding. 

XVII.  We  further  reprefent  to  your 
Lordfhips,  that  contrary  to  the  Rights 
and  Priviledges  which  we  ought  to  JSn- 
j(y,  the  laft  Eleftion  of  Members  to  ferve 
for  Berlly  County,,  was  manag'd  witli 
greater  Injuftice  to  the  Freemen  of  this 
Province  than  the  former;  For  at  this 
Lift  Election,  'Jews,  Strangers,  Sailors^ 
Servants,  Negroes.,  and  almoft  every 
Frinch<-mn.'m  Craven  and  Berkly  County, 
:  canie  down  to  Ebft,  and  their  "Votes 
were  taken,. and  the  Perfons  by  them 
Voted  .for;,  were  Returned  by  the  She- 
ritf,  to  the  manifeft  wrong  ana  Prejudice 
oT  other  Candidates.

(lenc'd  and  extended  unto  usupon  fuch 
occa lions,  and  in  fucli  extremities:  For 
when  once  our  Lawful  Rights  and  Pri- 
viledges  are  deny'd  us,  when  Forreign- 
ers  and  Strangers  (hall  make  our  Laws, 
when  we  can  have  no  Proteftioa  from 
thofe  who  oughty  and  are  Intrulied  by 
your  Lordlhips,  to  fee  the  Laws  execu- 
ted, when,,  in  a  word,  force  is  made  the 
Arbiter  of  all  differences,  and  all  things 
redtic'd  to  a  State  of  Confufion,  it  is 
furely  a  time,  if  ever  there  be  one,  for 
a  People  to  Complain,  and  miferable 
are  tliofe  Subjefts,who  ninft  be  Heftor'd 
and  Domineer'd  over  by  their  fellow 
Subjefts,  even  by  thofe  who  have  hardly 
any  other  way  to  fupport  their  decay'cl 
Fortunes,  but  at  the  Expence  of  the  Pub- 
lick.  It  may  be  worth  your  Lordfhips 
while,  to  Refleft  what  might  have  been 
the  occafion,  that  fo  few  Perfons  of  In- 
treft.  Honor,  and  Education  come  a^ 
mongft  us,  and  that  good  People  go, 
and  are  going  from  us,  when  the  Colony 
is  in  a  Thriving  Condition  ;  certainly  it 
js  becaufe  the  £w^/(/|j  Liberties,  that  all 
Her  7vlajefty*s  Subjects  in  all  other  Places 
in  Her  Dominions  Juftly  claim,  are  no- 
torioufly  trampl'd  on,  to  the  great  dif- 
couragement  of  Settlers.  As  to  the 
French^  they  have  hitherto  liv'd  peacea- 
bly, and  with  due  encouragement  a- 
'mongftus^  butw/hen  we  fee  and  confi- 
der,  that  they  are  often  made  Tools  of, 
and.impofed  upon,  and  porfwaded  by  ill 


defigning  Perfons  here  ,  to  carry  on  fi- 
nilter  dengnsto  theGeneral  difiidvantagc 
of  the  Country,  and  how  eafdy  they  are 
drawn  into  Errors,  by  reafun  they  hava 
not  a  right  underftandlng  of  our  Lan- 
guage, and  are  ignorant  of  our  Laws, 
we  can't  imagine  that  we  do  them  any 
hurt,  by  mailing  good  and  wholefome 
Laws  for  us  and.  them,  fince  we  Oblige 
them  by  no  other  Laws  whatfoever,  or 
upon  any  Account,,  than  what  we  our 
felves  are  Obliged  by,  and  live  under,- 
What  then  have  we  to  entreat  for  and 
pray  of  your  Lordfhips?  Nothing  lefs, 
than  that  your  Lordfhips  would  be 
pleafed  to  eftablifh  the  peace  ot  this 
Colony  on  fuch  a  fure  Foundation  , 
that  it  may  be  beyond  the  Wit  and  Ma- 
lice, and  otit  of  the  Power  of  ill  defign- 
ing  Men  to  difturb  it  for  the  time  to 
come.  And  laftly,.vsfe  on  behalf  of  out 
felves  and  Her  Maj'^y's  leige  Subjefts^ 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  do  more 
efpecially  pray  and  defire  your  Lord* 
fhips,  that  you  would  be  pleafed  to  g\r& 
direftions  for  calling  a  free  General  Af- 
fembly,  which  will  undoubtedly  Alfift 
your  Lordfhips  to  Redrefs  and  Remove 
the  Grievances  aforefaid ,  fettle  the 
Peace  and  Profperity  of  this  Colony, 
and  procure  that  chearful  Obedience 
which  ought  to  be  Reivder'd  to  your 
Lordfhips,  under  Her  prefent  Maje%, 
carrying  with  it  the  offer  of  our  Fortunes 
and  belt  endeavours  for  Her  Majefty's 
and  your  Lordfhips  Honour^  as  a  rea!

I  think  I  need  add  nothing  to  this  nielanchoUy  Defcription  of  the 
barbarous  Treatment  of  this  Innocent  People,  tho'  I  could  furnifh 
the  World  with  innumerable  Particulars.  Nor  cou'd  I  make  a  greater

Ifiea-vy  Taxes  they  liave  laid  oai  II5  ,  -and  the  fevere  IiiYpolitions  oti 

ITrad'e  (the  Conieouentes  of  ithe  "vsliu  Attempt  -(sn  St.  .Mu£uji-lne..) 
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We  are  more  particularly  to  make  our  Complajiats  to  Your  LorcU 
fliips,  of  the  Great  and  Unparallerd  Brjgach  they  have  made  in  the 
Charter,  granted  Your  Lordfliips  by  Ki/ Charles  the  II.  and  of  our 
Priviledges  therein  contained.  The  Aflembly  having  been  pro- 
rogued to  txhe  loth  of  Alay ,  it  was  however  called  together  by  Pro- 
clamation ,  to  Sit  the  6th  of  A^rll:  And  having  continued  toge- 
ther fevcn  or  eight  Days,  with  little  or  no  Bufinefs  before  them  (to 
the  great  Surprize  of  the  generality  of  the  people  )  on  a  fuddain, 
without  any  previous  Notice,  on  the  4th  of  Atiy  a  Bill  was  brought 
into  the  Houfe  (the  Copy  whereof  We  have  herewith  fent  Your 
LprdfiiipsJ  to  Exclude  by  a  Sacramental  Tell ,  all  Diflenters  from 
Sitting  in  the  Common's  Houfe  of  AiJembly.  This  Bill  was  hurried 
on  fo,  that  on  the  6th.  it  Paft  the  Houfe  •■,  there  being  ,  after  all 
.their  Endeavours,  but  Twelve  for  it ,  and  Eleven  againft  it  ; 
whereof  feveral  where  Members  of  the  Church  of  E-ngUnd.  In  the 
Upper  Houfe,  tho'it  Pall  with  lefs  Oppolition,  yet  the  Landgrave 
Jofe^h  Morton  Was  dcny'd  the  Liberty  of  Entring  his  Reafon's  far 
his  Diilent. 

We  are  unable  (My  Lords)  to  defcribe,  the  Confternati- 
on  of  the  Generality  of  the  People  at  thefe  Violent  Proceed- 
ings :  All  moderate  Perlbns  are  extreamly  diflatisfy'd  ,  and  the 
Diflenters  themfelves  under  the  laft  degree  of  Confufion  and  Dif- 
content  ^  defiring,  with  Grief  of  Heart,  that  Your  Lordfhips,  in 
Your  Great  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs,  will  take  Their  prefent  Con- 
dition into  Your  Serious  Coniiderations,  and  Order  a  Repeal  of  the 
•aforefaid  Ad,  fo  Prejudicial  to  Their  Liberty s  ^  for  which  They 
humbly  offer  to  Your  Lordfhips  thefe  following  Reafons. 

1.  K.  Charles  the  11^.  having  by  His  Charter  to  Your  Lordfhips, 
given^HIs  Subjefts,  the  Freemen  and  Freeholders  of  this  Province 
by  Themfelves,  or  Their  Delegates ,  the  Priviledge  of  Advifmg 
and  Confenting  with  Your  Lordfhips,  to  all  fuch  Laws  as  fhall  be 
Made  here  -^  and  the  Diflenters  being  a  very  large  Part  of  the  Free- 
men, and  Freeholders ,  and  incouraged  to  Tranfport  ThemfelveSj 
Families,  andEflates,  hither  by  the  laid  Priviledges  ,  are  not- 
withflanding,  Excluded  from  the  Priviledge   of  being  Delegates, 

•  or  Reprefentatives  of  the  People  in  Their  Ailemblys  by  thefaid 
Aft,  to  the  Manifefl  Violation  of  the  Charter. 

2.  The  Diflenters,  in  all  the  reft  of  Her  Majefty^s  Governments 
rin  Anivrica^  being  by  no  Laws  Excluded  from  being  Chofen  ihto 

Memblys  in  the  refpeflive  Colonys.      And  ;-the  Dif  enters  .here, 
iJbaTirig  a  Right  thereunto ;in. this  Goverumentj  not  only  as  Fre^- 
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iwen,  butby  the  ConcefHons  in  the  Charter,  have  the  greater  Rea- 
fon  to  complain  of  Their  |»relent  Sufferings. 

3.  We  cannot  too  feelingly  Afllire  Your  Lorcffliips,  that  the  faid 
Ad,  tends  not  only  to  the  great  Prejudice,  and  utter  Difconragc-' 
nient  of  Her  Majefty's  good  Subjefts,  the  Difientcrs  here,  in  rend- 
'■  ing  from  them  ,  that  fundamental  Priviledge ,  which  They  and 
Their  Anceftors  have  peaceably  Enjoy'd  ever  fince  the  Firfl  Set- 
tlement of  this  Colony  ^  but  will  alfo  be  a  very  great  Difcourage- 
ment  to  Them  in  Their  feveral  Trades,  and  Employments,  and  a 
•fatal  Difcouragement  of  the  further  ,  and  better  Settlement  of 
this  Part  of  Your  Lordlliips  Province. 

For  a  further  Account  of  thefe  Things,  we  refer  Your  Lordfiiips 
to  Mr.  Jofeph  Boone^  by  whofe  Hands  We  fend  this  to  Your  Lord- 
fhips,  deliring  You  to  give  Credit  to  what  he  fhall  further  Ofter  to 
Your  Lordihips ,  on  Our  Behalf  Wifliing  Your  Lordihips  good 
Health  and  Profperity,  We  are

Tlie  Lady  Blah  Widow  of  the  late  Governor,  at  the  fame  time 
•took  the  freedom  to  reprcfent  to  the  Proprietors^  the  matter  of  Fad 
of  this  Proceeding  in  a  moft  pathetick  and  extraordinary  manner,  by 
Letter  as  follows :

TH  t  Share  my  Son  has- the  Honour  to  have  with  your  Lord- 
ihips in  the  Propriety  of  this  Province,  together  with  the  pub- 
lick  Concern  I  have  for  t^ePropriety  thereof^  oblige  meat  this  time 
^°  give  you  this  Trouble,  and  to  lay  before  your  Lordihips  a  Ihort 
*^eprefentation   of  the  many   Grievances  the  People  are  opprcfs^d 

The 
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The  precipitate  and  fatal  Undertaking  againft  St-  Avgufiine\  and 
the  Confequcnces  thereof   carried  on  by  a  Party,  have  involv'd  the 
Countrey  in  a  Debt  of  about    Ten  thoiifand  Pounds,-  tothc  Ruin  of 
our  Trade,  the  Lofs  of  our  Credit  abroad,  and  infinite    DiiTatisfa-. 
dions  at  home. 

Towards  Satisfa£lion  of  which  Ekbt,  an  AA  was  contrivM'  for 
forcing  the  CuiTency  of  Bills  of  Credit  to  the  vakie  of  Six  thoufand 
Pounds,  thefe  Bills  were  declaimed  Current  in  all  Payments,  and  th-e 
Refufer  of  them  fineable  in  double  the  value  of  the  Sum  refus'd,  where- 
by theboldeft  Stroke  has  been  given  to  the  Property  of  the  Settlers 
in  this  Province,  that  ever  was  known  in  any  Country,  not  govern'4 
by  arbitrary  Power :  And  the  bad  Confequcnces  of  this  forc'd  Cur- 
rency in  Relation  to  trade  with  Strangers  are  fo  great,  that  .they  can 
fcarcely  be  exprefs'd,  without  being  more  prolix'  than  the  Bounds  of  a 
Letter  can  allow.  Your  LordOiips  very  well  know,  that  if  the  King- 
dom of  England  did  not  conceive  fuch  a  Method  deflruftive  of  tlie 
Peoples  Property,  and  of  the  utmofl;  Danger  to  Commerce,  they 
xou'd  not  need  any  Projection  of  Ways  and  Means,  for  railing  of 
what  Money  the  Government's  Affairs  do  require,  But  there  has  no- 
thing of  this  been  weigh'd  by  your  Lordfhips  Deputies  here,  or  by  the 
pack'd  Members  of  our  Commons  Houfe  of  Aflembly :  Befides  all 
this  ,  the  People  are  not  fatisfy'd  how  many  Bills  -are  truly  fent  a- 
broad  \  and  the  great  Concern  Mr.  James  Smith  alias  Serurelr^  (  who 
ciieated  tte  Scot\  Company  of  a  confiderable  Sum  of  Money,  and 
with  his  Keeper  made  his  Efcape  ft-om  London  hither  )  had  in  this 
Contrivance,  doth  give  a  Jealoufie  of  indiredl  Practices  therein  fo  pre- 
valent among  the  People  as  muft  end  inConfufion  and  Diforder. 

Neither  have  they  ftopt  here,  but  to  our  prefent  Amazement,  and 
•the  Increafe  of  our  Fears  of  their  evil  Deligns  for  the  future,  they 
have  proceeded  to  pafsan  Ad  for  the  Exclufion  of  allDifl enters  fi'oni 
their  Right  to  fit  in  the  Commons  .Houfe  of  Affembly,  and  obliging 
them  to  take  the  Sacrament  according  to  the  Rit-cs  of  t4ic  Church  of. 
EngLvid.  In.  the  fame  AA  inferting  a  Claufe,,to  qualific  the  moft  pro- 
fligate of  themlelves  for  Admiflion  into  Allcmblies  by  a  Declaratory 
Oath,  altho'they  never  take  the  Sacrament:  This  Acl  (after  much  un- 
der-hand Dealing)  was  pafs'd  in  aiiuny  ajid  carry 'd  by  Twelve  on- 
ly againil  Eleven,  the  above  Mr.  5w/V/7,  who  has  neither  Intereft  Ui^r 
Reputation  being  one  of  the  Number  of  tlie  Twelve. 

By  the  Artifices  of  thefe  Men,  the  honcft  and  wcll-mcaiiipg  ^e- 
tple  have  been  all  along  fet  agairJl  your  1  ordfliips  Conftitutions,  they 
therefore  feeing  that  by  palling  of  them,  their  indirc''''t  and  arbitrary 
i^roceedings  y/oirid  be 'in  a  great  Mcafure  -prevented  ^  -lUit.now  tlie

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ybmv  Lord'iiiips  (as  I  am  well  iaform'd  )  have  often  of  late  Com" 
manded  it  of  them. 

I"'  know  there  has  already  been  made  to  ycitr  Lordlhips  hj 
Mtc  John  yijh  a  Reprefentation  of  the  People's  Sufferings  her  and 
that  there  will  beat  this  time,  and  upon  this  Occafion  a  farther  Ac- 
Gouat  of  thefe  Affairs  fent  your  Lordihips  by  many  of  the  good  Peo^ 
People  in  the  Behalf  of  themfelves  and  others,  molt  feafibly  affected 
with  the  Lofs  of  thefe  Priviledges,  v/hich  by  King  Cjoarles  His  Char- 
Charter  to  your  Lordfhips,  has  been  the  Right  and  Wage  of  their 
Anccftorsand  themfelves,  ever  fince  the  firft  Settlement  of  the  Pro- 
vince 5  And  my  earneft  Requeft  to  your  Lordfhips  is,  That  in  your 
great  Wifdom,  you  would  be  pleas'd  to  give  them  fuch  a  Hearing; 
and  fpeedy  Redrefs,  as  may  conduce  mofl  to  the  Glory  of  God,  your 
Lordlhips  Honour,  and  the  Welfare  and  Profperity  of  your  Colony, 
and  you  will  highly  oblige

This  is  the  fiimous  Exclulive  Aft  :  A  Law  in  ft  felf  fo  ridiculous,' 
fo  partial,  lb  calculated  for  the  Ruine  of  the  Colony,  th«t  nothing- 
but  mad  Men  ,  that  depended  upon  being  Superior  in  Power  to  alt 
humane  Authority,  the  People  ihould  apply  to ,  would  have  ever 
brought  upon  the  Stage  of  the  World  :  A  Law  that  gives  fuch  it 
Tcft  of  its  Makers,  that  it  fills  Strangers  with  Amazement,  at  the 
Impudence  of  it ,  makes  their  own  Friends  abandon  them  ;  and 
they  that  would  advocate  for  the  Thing  in  general,  yet  blulh  at  the 
horrid  Particulars. 

A  Law,  that  contrary  to  all  Laws  imiverfally  made;  which, 
"however  ill  defign-d,  have  pretence  of  publick  Good ,  has  thrown 
off  the  very  Mask  of  Modefly  •,  and  openly  declares,  no  Villany 
can  unqualify  for  a  part  in  the  Government,  but  a  Confcicntious 
Scruple  may. 

A  Law  that'has  the  Impudence  to  declare  War  againft  the  Chri- 
ftian  Religion  ,  and  the  Church  of  England ,  in  the  frontice  Piece, 
and  begins  with  a  Non  ohfiante  to  both  of  them. 

That  having  firft  own'd  what  it  Enafts,  to  be  Unchriftian  and 
Hetrodox,  has  the  face,  to  begin  with  a  Nev/rthelefs  in  Capital  Let- 
^ters,  damning  the  Laws  of  God,  and  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  of 
the  Country,  to  a  pofitive  Submiffion,  to  a  Rabble  of  Sham-Rcprc- 
fentatives. 

A  Law  that,  turning  the  lirfl  Paragraph  into  the  Genuine  En- 
glifh,  which  the  Words  will,  ^*^ithout  any  ftraining  ,  or  partj<il 
Conftruftion,  bear  :  begins  in  this  Senfe.  j   , 

Whereas  the  Laws  of  God,  the  Laws  of  Nature  and  Realba,.,th4 
Chriftian  Religion,  the  Doiftrine  of  the  Church  of  England^  and  tfe« 
Conftitution  of  this. Country  ,  are  clireftly  againft,  and  do  clearly 
condemn  the  Law  now  making,  yet  in  Defiance  to  them  all,  in  or- 
•der  to  carry  on  our  own  private  Refolutions,  for  the  Enriching  our 
ielves,  and  the  Deftruftion  of  this  Colony,  we  have  relblved  to  En^ 
aft  i  and  be  it  Enaftecl,  &c.- 

Blufli,  Gentlemen-Proprietors,  and  be  afliam'd  for  your  Petty 
'Sub-Tyrants  ^  that,  like  the  Lord's  Servants  in  the  Goipel,  beat  and 
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aBufe  their  Fellow-Servants,  and  Eat  and  Drinkvoith  the  Dmnloi^  and 
■vitha  Deteftation  fuitable  to  your  own  Honour,  and  the  Nature 
of  the  Crimes,  publifliyoiir  Diflikeof  theie  Things,  and  immedi- 
ately apply  your  felves  to  reforming  the  Abiifes  of  your  Subjefts, 
who,  tho'in  one  Senfe  they  are  your  Subje^s,  in  another  Senib,  as 
Englifh-mea,  are  your  Fellow-Subjeds  to  the  Crown  and  General' 
Government  of  the  E^igUjh  Empire,,  and  that  are  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  a  Princefsv  Who,  as  She  hates  Tyranny  in  all  its  Parts, 
carefully  avoids  it  in  Her  Own  Adminiftration,  Vigoroufly  ftrug- 
^{es  viithithr  Europe^  and  Fights  to  loofe  the  World  from  Genera? 
Bondage,  will  never  fufter  Her  Own  Subjefts  to  Tyrannize  over 
one  another  ,  nor  any  part  of  Her  People  to  opprefs  the  reft.     In 
Her  Majefty's  Equal  Adminiftration,  you  may  aflure  yonr  felves^ 
"thefe  injur'd  people  will  have  Redrels ;,  and  the  barefac'd  Villany, 
witji  which  they  have  been  thus  treated,  will  ripen  Matters  (6^  for 
the  Royal  Juftice,  that  it  cannot  Efcape  a  Necellary  Correftion. 

Prevent  it,  Gentlemen,  by  a  timely  Redrefs,  and  let  Her  Ma- 
^cftyfee,  that  Her  pious  Examples  of  Peace  will  animate  you,  to 
extend  it  to  all  the  parts  of  Her  Subjects  under  yoin*  Direftion  •  for 
certainly,  when  Her  Majefty  exhorts  us  all  to  Peace  and  Union,  an(f 
promifes  Her  Royal  Favour  to  thofe  that  promote  it,  it  cannot  be 
underftood,  that  all  Her  Majefty's  Dominions  fhould  Enjoy  it,  buE 
CJircilna. 

Hitherto  you  have  feen  the  General  Complaint  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  Carolina^^  and  how  they  have  been  Tyranniz'd  over-,  and  barbx- 
ttjufly  Treated  in  the  Countryi 

'I  conclude  this  Treatife  ,  by  giving  Account  of  the  Reception 
jthey  met  with  here  in,  their  peaceable  Application  to  their  Valatine^ 
ana  Board  of  Proprietors  for  Redrefs. 

«;;^j.;  y?/?;,  as  is  related,  being  arrived  here  witli  the  Remonftranoe 
k'nd'  humble  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants ,  apply'd  himfelf  in  the 
Name  of  the  People,  by  whom  he  was  lent  to  their  Excellencies 
the  Proprietors  \  and  delivering  his  Petition,  &c.  found  it  wasim- 
poflible  to  obtain  any  Redreis ,  either  for  the  publick,  or  his  own 
jfMrivate  Abufes,  which  were  intolerable  ^  and  therefore  refblv'd  to 
bublifhthe  Account,  but  dy\l  before  it  wasfiniflied  ^  and  his  Papers 
i>efng  fent  over  to  his  Relations  there,  were  treacheroufly  deliver'd 
to  the  Governor's  Agents,  wh&fe  Guilt  Dilated  to  them  ^  That  they 
were  expofed  in  them  ^  and  leveral  private  Letters  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants to  Mr.  ^j/?,  being  among  them,  they  are  r.ow  profecuting 
and  infulting  the  faid  Inhabitants  for  thofe  Letters,  to  terrify  others 
from  tranfmitting  r  trua  Account  of  the  Oppi^effions  pra^ifed  up^

>'  As  in  the  I-hterval'of  Mr.  -^Tj^'^  Negotiation  ,  th'e'Eixckrfive  Bill 
Ti^a?  pafs'd^  as  1-  lift vt* noted-  aivi  Mr.  I'i&f?  i^iit  over  with  it.  as  b&- 
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fore  \  he  applycd  himferf  to  my  Lord  G- — -//  Palatine  (aS  he  galls-, 
himfelf  j  for  all  Men  know  that  by  the  Right  of  the  Con-ftitution, . 
even  that  Mock  Title  is  none  of  his  Due.  Hav ing,  laid  the  Cafe  be- 
fore his  Excellence  (  as  he  loves  to  be  call'd  )  Mr.  Boon  defir'd  a » 
Board  of  the  Proprietors  might  be  pall'd,  which /his  Lordfliip  pro- . 
miled,  but  never  perforbi'd  till  after,  about  7:.We«ks  AJt$endance< 
and  Sollicitation. 

At  this  Board,  one  Mr.  Arsdde^  now  a  Proprietor,  and  formerly . 
the  very  well  refpefted  and  upright  Governor  of  Carolina^  vigorous- 
ly pppofed  the  paffing  this  E^xcliifive  'Bill  ^  and  gavei^ch  Reafons  a- 
gainftit,  as  his  Lordfhipt  ir^o  all  the  World  kiovps^  does  not  always  mAe 
ufe  of  his  Fro  found'  Skill  of  Reafming^  noi;;  bein-g;  able  ■to.  Anfwer,  had . 
Recourfe  to  the  true  Methods  of  all  Tyrants  pofrive  Will,  and  an-/ 
fVer'd  in  this  Arbitrary  and  Imperious  Manner : 

**  Sir,  Yqu  ate  of  one  Opinion,  and  I  am  of  another,  and  our 
*'  Lives  may  nottae  long  enoiigh  to  End  the  Controverfy.  I  am* 
"  for  this  Bill ,  and  this  is  the  Party  that  I  will  Head  and'  Counv 


tenance. 


This  is  fo  much  the  Pifture  of  the  Anfwer  of  King  James^  to  the^ 
Humble  and  Peaceable  Addrefs  of  the  Bifhops ,  when  he  fent  them 
to  the  ToTrer  ^  that  a  Body  would  wonder  the  Tale  of  one,  fhould 
not  warn  his  high  Mightinefs  againffc  the  Pra^ife  of  the  other. 

But  let  us  go  on ,  and  fee  how  the  fweet  and  delicious  Tafle  of 
Tyranny  had  fwallow'd  up  all  the  Juftice  of  this  Mountebank, 
Prince. 

Mr.  Boon ^  the  prefent  Agent  for  the  Opprefs'd  People,  humbly 
mov'd  his  Excellence  to  be  Heard  by  Coimcil  againft  this  Barbaroua 
Ad.  .  Hark  now,  Gentlemen,  to  the  haughty  Anfwer  of  anipful;- 
ing,  podantPrince,  toa  Requeftforeafonable.   . - 

"  What  Bufmefs  has!  Council  here  ?  it  Is  a.Prudential  Ad  .ii'i 
"  me,  and  I'll  do  as  1  fee  fit  *,  1  fee  no  Harm  at  all  in  the  Bill^ 
*'  and  am  refplv'd  to  pafs  it. 

Accordingly,.  Sic  Folo^  fic  Juheo^  he  Sign'd  it  that  Day,  the  Board 
confifting  but  of. three  Perfons ,  and. he  having  Power  by  a  Proxy 
for  Two  in  himfelf  ^  and  tho'  w^e  muft  in*  Jiiftice  acknowledge^ 
that  fome  of  the  Gentlemen  Proprietors  were  againft  it,  yet  by  that 
Means  they  were  over-ruTd  and  the  Bill  pas't.- 

By  this  Arbitrary  Proceeding,  the  Liberties  of  CVrro/f>/?  are  tramp'' 
led  under  foot,  aiid  thePefij-]^.'s,^P,f«pemes.fu^^ed;t.o  all  nvamcr 
of  Infults  and  OpprefTiott.    •"■-  ■•■■  :.'■  '>  j;:..!;J!  •;  7.70, i  7-  ,     ' 

Mr.  Boon  had  a-' Petition- aganThil'thisvBill' to  pre£en£-^hiiii:,  l;ij^i-i  d  by 
the  p.pncipal  Merchants  of  London  ,  Trading  to  Carcl-t^^.-:^  .iuit  he 
faw  himf^lf.foreclofed  by  abfolutc  Power  ,  and  that  he  had  to  do 
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urith  a  Moiiafcb,  on  whom  the  Cries  and  Prayers  of  his  opprels'd 
Suhjeds  made  no  Imprefiion. 

For-  this  Catife,  he  now  addrefles  himfelf  to  the  Honoura'ble  thft) 
Honle  of  Commons,  and  hopes,  that  from  the  Preniifes,  it  wiilbe 
*lldwM  of,  in  behalf  of  the  opprefs'd  People  of  Carolina^  that  they 
have  not  taken  this  Coiirfe  bnt  as  the  laft  Refort  ^  all  manner  of 
humble,  dutiful,  and  peaceable  Application  to  their  Governors, 
having  been  firft  in  vain  attempted,  to  obtain  a  juft  Redrefs. 

What  have  the  peaceable  Subjefts  of  this  province  done,  that  they 
alone  miiil  be*  pprefs'd,  when  all  the  reft  of  Her  Majefty's  People 
enjoy  the  Bieffing  of  a  Government ,  the  beft  conllatuted,  and  un- 
der the  beft,  moft  modfirate ,  and  moft  equal  Adminiftration  in  the 
World  ? 

This  Law  in  its  Nature  appeared  fo  black ,  that  even  in  this  veiy 

Aflembly  afterwards  ,  viz., Some  Members  mov'd  to  have  it 

Repealed ,  and  the  Aft  pafs'd  to  Repeal  it  in  the  Lower  Houfe, 
which  they  call  but  in  the  Upper  Houfe,  where 

the  Engines  of  this  Confufion  Sat,  and  had  a  more  particular  Influ- 
ence, and  which  they  call  the  Court  of  there  it 
was  rejected  Nemine  Contradicente, 

It  would  fwell  this  Book  too  much,  to  give  a  particular  Accountof  the  flourlfliing 
Circumftances  of  this  Colony  before  thefe  things,  and  of  the  fatal  EfFefts  already 
'felt  on  their  Trade,  efpecially  on  the  Number  of  Inhabitants,  which  is  allowM  by 
all,  to  be  the  ^ealth,  Strength,  and  Profperity  of  a  Country :  Thcfe  Proceedings, 
not  only  difcouraging  People  from  going  to  Settle,  where  all  things  are  in  fuch  Con- 
fufions,  and  Hurries,  and  where  Men  arc  not  fafe  in  their  Houfesand  Families,  nor 
in  the  Streets  ;  but  many  Families  (well  fettl'd  and  flourifhing)  daily  Remove,  and 
others  are  preparing  to  quit  the  Place  ,  chofing  to  abandon  a  Settlement,  where 
their  Induftry  is  fubjefted  to  Pach  Violences;  and  they  are  notfure  to  enjoy  Cpeacea- 
bly)  the  Fruit  of  their  Labour. 

There  is  yet  another  Scandal  thefe  Proceedings  lye  under,  wfaichcarries  in  itfome 
Refleftion  on  the  Great  Perfonscoacern'd;  and  that  is.  That  thefe  I*roceedings, 
being  Contemporary  with  Times  of  Occafional  Bills,  Tackings,  dangerous  Expe- 
riments, and  the  like  in  Englavd,  received  their  Life  and  Motion  from  the  fame  O- 
riginal,  and  profecuted  the  fame  Defign,  being  under  the  Power  and  Government  of 
.  fome  of  the  fame  Perfons.        This  Obfervation  has  feveral  Afpefts. 

I.  England,  may  here  fee  the  Confequence  of  Tackivgt^  Occafional  Bills,  t^c  in 
Minature,  and  what  the. Dcjig.nsof  the  Party  are  in  general,  w^.  the  abfolute  Sup-

"1.  Carolina,  may  have  reafon  to  think  their  Opprcflions  were  at  leaft  enconrag^d 
from  the  fame  Expeibtion  they  had  of  Succefs  in  the  like  Defign  here;  and  not 
expeftiag  a  iJifappointment  here,  no  wonder,  if  they  a^ed  as  People  that  thought 
they  fhould  nevergiveany  Account,  eichertoGodor Man. 

3.  Her  Majefty  has  here  an  Exceeding  Tel^inwiiy-,  to  the  Nece/Tityof  Party- 
Peace,  which  her  Royal  Wifdom  Dilated  before,,  was  the  only  Happinefs  of  Her 
People;  and  which,  tlile  iaaxK  Pearly  ofjMjfc^^  jvere  carefully  deftroying  here,  as 
thefe  did  there.  ''    'i'-?"'

5.  'Tis  plain,  vvhatisthe  Deiign  of  Occafional  Bills  in  general  ;  which  ,  where 
they  durft  appear  to  (how  themlelves,  Demonltrate  'tis  not  to  prevent  Hypocrifv, 
but  to  plunder  and  deftroy  their  Neighbours ;  and  that  any  Man  may  come  in  tpthe 
Adminiftration,  let  bis  Manners  be  never  fo  Corrupt,  and.that  provided  he  be  not 
tainted  with  the  Sin  of  defending  his  Liberty,  nor  With  the  Scandal  of  being  H 
"Man  of  Gonfcience,  he  is  own'd  fit  to  bea  Member  of  this  Society. 

I  believe,l  may  freely  challenge  ail  Mankiind,ever  fince  there  were  Governments 
in  the  World,  to  (how  a  like  Teft  of  Qualification,  where  Men  Confcious  to  them- 
felres,  that  if  they  lock't  the  Door  againft  Rogues,  againft  profligate,  unqualify'd 
Rakes,  they  (hould  (hut  themfelves  out,  open'd  the  Door  to  all  tlaat  were  fcanda- 
loufly  unfit  for  any  thing,  and  baited  it  upon  none  but  thofexlaat  coivid  n©£  fwear 
themfelves  regardlefs  of  Conlcience. 

But  while  we  are  hinting  here  at  the  People  that  pitfli  on  thefe  Extravagancies, 
we  ought  to ^ear  the  Church  of  EngUniy  as  a  Church,  as  far  aspoijible,  from  the 
Guilt  of  an  A^ion  fo  Horrid. 

For  tko*  here  is  a  feeraing  Appearance  for  the  Church  of  Englmdy  and  fome  fliew 
of  Regard  to  her ,  yet  as  the  Doftrine  of  the  Church  abhors  fuch  Praftifes,  fo  the 
worthy  and  reverend  Minilterof  the  Church  of  EngUnd.  there,  hasfhared  with  the 
deepeft,  in  the  SuiFering  Part,  from  the  Violences  and  Fury  of  thoie  People,  be- 
caufe  be  would  not  joyn  with  theln  in  the  ;fame  ExceflTes,  againft  the  Laws 
of  tbe  Place,  tbe  Liberty ,  and  Religion  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  tbe  known  Capi- 
tulations of  the  Government. 

Korean  they  Charge  tbis  Gentleman  witiiPbanaticifm,  or  Partiality,  who,  'tis 
known,  was  fo  far  from  that,  that  it  was  fome  time  here  before  he  could  fatisfy  his 
Confcience  to  take  the  Oaths,  and  loft  feveral  Advantages  becaufeof  iL 

Yet  this  Gentleman  abhorring  fuch  Unchriftian  Violences,  and  not  being  to  be 
prevail'duponto  joyn  with  them,  has  been  infulted  by  them  in  the  moft  barbarous 
and  Villanous  manner,  even  in  the  Streets,  his  Gown  torn  o(F  from  his  Back, 
whipt  with  a  Horfe- whip,  and  in  a  moft  unfeemly  manner  beaten  and  abufed,  as  by 
Ills  many  and  frequent  Complaints  made  to  the  Proprietors  (tho' never  regarded) 
will  appear: 

Nor  does  their  Rage  end  here ;  but  the  Party  now  a  re  refblv'd  to  have  him  turn'd 
out,  tho'  he  is  marry'd,  fettled,  and  has  a  Family  of  Children  upon  the  Place,  de- 
pending upon  his  being  fix'd  there^for  his  Life  \  knowing  that  his  blamelefs  Cpnver- 
latfon  would  be  uncapable  of 'forfeiting  that  Settlement.  ...-...-       .  <• 

I I  would  require  a  Hiftory  as  large  as  the  Reft  of  this  Book,  to  fet  down  the  Bar» 
barities  this  Gentleman  has  met  with  ,  and  which  he  has  fully  reprefented  to  fome 

Reverend  Divines  here;  and  perhaps  Dr.  S hope   may  better  know,  why  no 

Redrefs  is  obtain'd  for  him,  while  an  Ignorant,  Illiterate,  and  Untaught  Per- 
fony  to  fay  noworfeof  him,  i^  enQOuraged  and  fupported  by  tliis  Party,  to  Infult 
and Deprefs  the  other  .*        ^/.      \        /         \     .    .; 

Nor  are  their  Proceedings'  altogether' unlike'what  in  former  Times  was  pra^iifed 
here,  fince  they  are  now  Erefting  a  little  High  CommilTion  Court  to  Govern  the 
Clergy,  and  to  whom  they  (hall  be  always  fubjeil; ;  by  which  'twill  be  always  true. 
That  when  ever  a  Clergy-man  has  Courage,  either  to  reprove  tlieir  Vices,  or  op- 
pofe  any  of  their  Arbitrary  Proceedings  they  (hall  be  lyabie  to  the  Cenfiire  gf 
;ChQfe  very  Men  they  ought  to  reprove. 

This  Genrlcmaft  was  fofar  from  obraintag  any  Redrefs  in  'the  Cafe  we  hlot -here, 
^hax  to  recite  iluiUj  we  are  inftrmM  they  refolve  to  have  l.im  out- 
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Nor  is  he  the  firfi-,'-but  two  TeVeral  Glergy'inen  before  "him  have  te'ea,  fo 
treated,  turn'd  out,  and  reduc'd,  that  both  of  th^m  went  diftra^ted,  and  dyed  in 
■TVlifery  and  Diftrefs. 

■  'T  would  fully  this  Paper,  and  turn  the  fad  Account  to  a  Hiftory  of  Immoralities, 
to  bring  U|>on  the  Stage"  the  Charaders  of  the  People :  Men  are  bdt  known  by  their 
Aitions;  andwelpave  thisunparallerd  Aft  of  Parliament  as  a  Standard  for  them  to 
ie  matched  by,  if  ever  Providence  (hould  fuffer  a  Society  of  fuch  Men,  togetic-. 
gillative  Power  into  thdr  Hands,  inany  part  of  the  World. 

Ifthisbethe£fFeft  of  Occafional  Bills,  and  Englifh  Perfecution,  no  wonder  it 
was declar'd contrary  to  theChriftiaa  Religion;  but  fure  thefe  are  the  firft  Men 
that  ever  made  a  Law,  tho'  it  has  been  elfewhere  pulh't  at,  with  a  NevertheJefs  up- 
on itsTitie,  to  its  being  contrary  to  theChriftian  Religion. 

It  can  therefore  no  longer  be  doubted,  but  when  thefe  Things  come  to  be  confi- 
der'din  an  £wg///??  Parliament,  fuch  Redrefs  will  there  be  obtain'd,  as  may  fecurc 
EfjgUjh  Liberty,  wherever  itpleafesGod  to  eftablifti  Etjglifi)  Government.  , 
'  That  no  part  of  the  Subjefts  of  this  Nation  be  opprefs'd  by  others;  and  that 
while  Great  Men  obtain  the  Liberty  of  their  Eftates,  and  the  Property  and  Security 
of  their  Inheritances ;  they  may  not  Ereft  Petty-Tyrannies  under  them,  and  skreen 
Men  of  profligate  Principles,  from  the  Refentment  of  the  Government. 

That  Men  may  not  be  wheedled  in  by  the  pretence  of  a  free  PoiTeflion  of  Eftate 
and  Liberty,  and  on  Conditions  of  a  juft  Government;  firft,  to  wander  into  remote 
•Wiiderneffes  with  their  Eftates  and  Families,  then  induftriouflyPlant,Cure,  Manage, 
and  Improve  their  £ftates,  and  atlaft,  have  their  Labours  difcouragM  by  Tyrannick 
and  Barbarous  Infults;  theirjsftates  funk  and  leffen'd,  by  beingfubjefted  to  Arbitra- 
ry Taxations,  for  the  Executing  improbable  and  prepofterous  Projefts,  and  their 
Perfonsunqualify'd  without  a  Grime,  to  appear  in  the  Affemblysot  their  Country, 
where  all  thefe  Injuries  might,  in  a  legal  mannerj  be  rpdrefs'dami  rejgaii'd.
